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DISCUSSES 

CAIHEDRAIS 


Mlts  Dykes  Talks  to  Art  Class  Aboiit 
Architecture  of  Cathedrals  WhlciH 
She  Visited  In  England. 


Miss  Dykes  lectured  on  "Engllsli 
..CutUedrals”  to  the  class  in  History 
and  Appreciation  of  Art,"  Thursday 
morning. 

A  diagram  was  used  to  show  the 
floor ,  plan  of  the  English  cathedral, 
which  ia  dn  the  form  of  a  cross,  rep¬ 
resenting  the  crucifixion.  The  trans- 
cepts  represent  the  arms  of  the  cross. 
The  altar  represents  the  head  of 
Christ.  Just  babk.of  the  altar  is  the 
Lady  Chapel  representing  the  head  of 
Christ  pillowed  In  the  lap  of  the  Vir¬ 
gin.  T|ie  central  tower  represents  the 
spear  in.  the  side  of  Christ  and  the 
west  towers  represents  the  nails  in 
the  feet.'  Pinnacles  and  tiny  spires 
represent  nails' and  thorns.  Canterbury 
and  Salisbury  werC  used  as  illustra¬ 
tions  as  Canterbury  is  the  simple  cross 
form  -and  Salisbury  is  the  double 
cross.  ■  ■ 

The  Saxon  \york  In  the  church  of, 
St.  Martin's  at  Canterbury  was  shown 
and  the  very  heavy  stone  work  anil 
broad  flat  arclies  were  pointed  out. 
To  illustrate  the  early  Norman  work, 
a  picture  was  shown  of  the  Hound 
Church  at  Cambridge  with  its 'heavy 
round  arches  and  missive  pillars. 

A  queer  fact  concerning  the  Nor¬ 
man  Church  of  St.  Bartholomew  The 
Gre’ati  founded  in  1123,  was  disclosed. 

If  was  supposed  to  be  a  complete 
church  ^unt'll  in  1915  a  German  bomb 
fen,,  shattering  the  door  Way  of  a  busi¬ 
ness., house  and  disclosing  some,  in¬ 
teresting  bits  of  stone  carving  which 
corresponded  to  that  of  the  church 
back:  ofi'  it.  rlt' turned  out)  that  the 
church  standing  was  only  the  choir 
and  that  part  of  the  nave  had  been 
turned  into  these  business  houses  and 
the  rest  pulled  down.  Since  then  work¬ 
men  .have  gone  on  with  the  work  pf 
^findthg  out  more  about  the  nave  and 
have  discovered  also  aii  extensive^ 
crypt.- At ‘ihiB-polnf^Miss  Dykes  added, 
“It  might  be  of  interest  to  American 
Literature  students  to  know  that  Ben¬ 
jamin  Franklin  ohe'e  worked  in  a  print 
shop  Which  occupied  the  building  be¬ 
fore  the  discovery  of  the  cathedral 
was  made."  FToni  thjs  church  the  ar¬ 
rangement  of  the  triforium  and  clere¬ 
story  was  explained..  With  Durham, 
'the  elaborate  stphe  carving  of  the 
Norman  cheveton  tvas  illustrated.  The 
unique  feature:  was  the  Lady  chapel 
on  ..the  west  end.  The  tomb  of  the 
Venerable  Bede  is  in  this  chapel. 

Miss  Dykes -showed  the  transition 
of  the  Norman  architecture  to  the 
Gothic  by  illustrating,  first,  with'  the 
little  church  of  Morthoe,  which  still 
kept  the  piers  of  the  Normaq  instead 
of  replacing  t^i'cm  with  columns,  but 
combined  with  them  the  pointed  arch¬ 
es  of  the  Gothic,  Ely  and  Lincoln  were 
also  pictured  to  illustrate  the  trausit- 
ion.-  In  Lincoln  the  clustered  columns 
take  the  place  of  piers,  lending  grace 
and  height.  Lincoln  makes  an  exceK 
lent  ..place  to  study  the  trans|tion  be 
cuuse^the  front  of  the  building  is  pure 
Norman  and  tlie, whole  church  shows 
every  stage  up  to.  the  pure- Gothic  in 
the  . last  flv|3' bays  of  the  choir.  ^ 

..  Miss  Dykes  rbfeu'ed  to  Wells  us  her 
favorite  cathedral.  The  exterior  is  of 
white  stone,  mellowed  with  age  until 
it  ;is  almost:  the' same  color  ns  the 
winged  Victory  which  stands  in  the 
art-'  room  at'  the  college.  Originally 
there  were  400  statues  on  the  outside 
of  the  building;  now  there  are  about 
300 .  standing.  The  reflection  of  the 
'  building  as  seen  .in  the  old  moat  which 
is  still  filled  with  water  makes 
picturesque  scene. 

York  Minister,  overlooking  tlie  queer 
old  medieval  town,  with  Its  walls  dat¬ 
ing  back  to  1337  is  famous  fur  the 
height  of  Us  nave,  09 '/a  feet,  and  for 
its  exquisite  stgined  glass,  When  Mi^ 
Dykes  visited '  York  lust  supuner,  tlie 
glass  was  bolqg  restored .  by  casing 
each  tiny,  bit  in  thin  cleaf'^lass.  York 
has  a  most  beautiful  east  window,  it 
is  the  largest  sheot  of  medieval  glass 
lu  England,  78  feet  in  height  and  31 
feet  in  width,  ani)  dates  buck  to  the 
heginuiug  of  the  fifteenth  century. 

King's  Culle^si  Chapel  pt  Cambridge 
was  used  us  sn^exsinple  qf  fun-vuuit- 
iug,  The  iutbi'iur  jhus  the  eluborute  fan 
vaulting  starting  from  between  the 
stained  glass  wtndpws  and  exfeuds  the

May  Force  Governor  to  Refuse  to 
.  Release  Whole  Amount. 


A  tolal  appropriation  of  $693,028  has 
iieen  allowed  tor  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  Stale  Teacliors  College  tor  1925- 
1926  hy  lli'e  Stale  legislature.  Tills 
whole  amount  is  subject  to  release 
by  Govui'nor  Baker,  liowevur;  tlie  reve- 
iiiios  of  tlie-  state  are  very  largely 
ov'er-aiiproprialed,  and  tlie  Governor 
will  doulilloKs  reduce  tlie  approprlu- 
lions  very  nialerially. 

Tlie  anidunt  wlilcli  was  allowed, 
pending  nclion  yliy  .Hie-  governor,  in¬ 
cludes  $200,000  for  the  new  training 
school  Iniildlng;  $333,028  tor  salaries; 
$30,000  for  fuel,  llglit  and  water;  $10,- 
000  for  student  lalior;  $5,000  for  rural 
education;  $15,000  for  supplies,  re¬ 
pairs  on  cainpiis,'  gyninasiiini  eliuip- 
nient,  tarni  buildings  and  stock;  $30,- 
0,00  for  ihterations  and  repairs  on  tlie 
aclniinist-ration  building;  $30,000  for  a 
new  bolior  and  cliangbs  in  the  power 
plant;  niid  $10,000  for  Hie  library.

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Birdie  Ray  Writes  of  EureKans  Present 
Work  in  Pennsylvania  “The  Ghost  Story’ 


j4om_  Bli'dio  Riiy,  a  grudunte  o£  S. 
T.  C.,  comes  a  letter  tolling  ot  lier 
work  In  the  Stnto  Norniiil  Scdiool  at 
»  indlann,  T’cnnsylvanln.  In  part  her 
letter,  which  was  rocelyed  hy  Miss 
,  Bora  13.  Smith  oC  the  Education  de¬ 
partment,  follows:  I 

"I  rend  every  word  of  the  ‘‘flreeii 
and  White"  and  I  enjoy  keeping  In 
loUcii  with  my  college  friends  and  the 
"vaf  Ions  ' activities  ot  the  College.'' 

‘‘Eite  at  Indiana  Normal  Is^  very 
hnsy  hut  to  me  c.'ctroniely  Intei'cstlng.' 
tfllis  school  plant  is  .considered  hy^lJl^ 
who  ktniw’  it  as  one  of  the  best  tirthe 
State,  "fhe  school  owns  27Vi  acres  ot 
land  In  the  town,  ot  which  23  acres 
ai'e  in  the  campus.  The  Training 
School,  llecitation  Hall,  Clark-  Hall, 
Sutto:^  Hull  (Girl’s  Dormitories)  are 
the  principal  'hhildlhgs.  Sutton  Hall 
'  (this  is  my  home),  in  addition  to  pro-, 
viding  accommodations  for  tw’enty- 
six'  women  teachers  and  five  hundred 
and  fifty  girls,  houses  also  the  'll-- 
brary,  office,  recreation  hall,  several 
parlors,  the  Infirmary,  auditorium,- 
.  kitchen  and  dining  room,  laundry  and 
conservatory  of  music,. 

“This  school  Is  a  real  school  home 
in  the  sense  that  It  provides  living 
conditions  for  its  students.  There  are 
.  a  few  ,day  students  who  live  at  hoine 
■  and  come  in  on  the  morning  trains 
and  trolleys.' 

"So  many  living  together  creates 
problems  that  wo  have '  not  had  to 
meet  in  our.  Western  schools  as  yet. 
For '^xample,  I  am  advisor  for  forty 
girls^  who  live  in  the  same  wing  of 
the  building  with  me.  This  duty  con¬ 
sists  in  seeing  that  everything  is  or¬ 
derly,  that  study  hours  are  observed, 
and  that  every  girl  retires  at  10  .  P. 
M.  My  girls  are  all  lovely  and  w'e  en- 
;  joy  many  happy  moments  together. 
This  extra  duty  in  the  evening  in^ikes 
the  day  very  long,  but  it  is  not  heavy 
work. 

“The  training  department  is  the  cen¬ 
ter  around  which  this 'school  is  built. 
It  surely  manufactures  teachers. 

;  “Of  the  ninety  faculty'  members, 
twenty-five  are  Connected  with  the 
training  department.  The  regular 
'  '■  Training  School  on  the  campus  (that 
is  where  1  wdrk)  has  six,'  supposed  to 
be  well  qualified  and  highly  trained 
teachers.  We  do-most  of  the  denibii- 
strating  for  the  class' observations  in 
mehipds -taught  in  the  Normal.  To  af¬ 
ford  working  places  for  the  many  stu¬ 
dent  teachers, '  various  rooms  in  the 
V  different  grade" buildings  in  the  city, 
are  used  as  training  rooms.  Also  a 
Junior  High  Training  department  is 
-run  in  the  building  nbxt  to  me.  This 
uses  four  of  the  highly  trained  critics. 
In  addition  to  the  regular  critics,  we 
have  the  specials  for-music,  art  and 
physical  training. 

.“The  director  of  the  Training 
School — Miss  Ackerman  is  a  woman 
ot  unusual  ability,  and  it  is  a  joy  to 
work  with  her.  ^  am  getting  along 
fine  and  never  at  any  time  have  1 
been  made  to  feel  that  the  faculty  at 
Maryville  S.  T.  C.,  is'*interior  in  any 
particular  to  this  faculty  in  the  schooT 
many  years  older  that  clings  tena¬ 
ciously  to  its  old  traditions.
